Increase in sustainable food production 


Result Question 1.1a: How large has the increase in food production been? 

Compared to 2013, the production of onions and fish (from traditional fishing) rosé. 2013/2014 was a particularly good season for crops production with the 
exception of rice. Overall rice production slightly decreased, notwithstanding an increase of the area under irrigation.

Result Question 1.1 b: To what extent has your programme contributed to 
these results? Which outputs and (intermediary) outcomes were achieved? 

The continued investments in the Office du Niger focused on rehabilitation of existing irrigation and drainage systems as well as improved water management. 

This enabled agricultural producers to attain higher yields i.e. increased productivity (higher production on smaller area), in spite of a decline in fertilizer use. The 
PADIN and PASARC programs focused on both an extension of irrigated land and an improvement of irrigation systems, thereby contributing to an increased 
production of staples. The anticipated productivity increase for onions under the PRCA-SA program is expected from 2015 onwards; in 2014 the increase was very 
modest at 0.31%. No progress can as yet be reported on traditional fishing or fish farming, or on improved use of fertilizers, seeds and application of GAP.

Result Question 1.2b: To what extent has your programme contributed to 
these results? Which outputs and (intermediary) outcomes were achieved? 

Project indicators for Mopti and Segou showed a water productivity increase of 10-25% between 2012 and 2013, which was in part due to favorable weather 
conditions.The available water productivity data for 2014 for Mopti (1850 m3/ton) are for the dry season only ('production de contre-saison’) and cannot be 
compared with data for 2012 and 2013 which are rainy season data. 

The GIRE and PRCA-SA programs are expected to show results on water productivity in 2015.

Increase in sustainable food production 


A. Results achieved better than planned 

Through its programmes and processes, the embassy contributed significantly to sustainable food production, which was brought back to previous levels in spite 
of continued crises (political/military). This has sustained livelihoods and prevented additional social crises. 

Reasons for result achieved: 


Implications for planning: 

The co-existence of an IWRM programme and a VC programme, with specific local programmes continuing (esp. PADIN and PASARC) are expected to create the 
synergies that are necessary to boost sustainable food production. Preparations for new programmes are on track but should not be delayed.. 











Result Area 2 


Better access to sufficiently nutritious food 


Result Question 2.1a: How large has the increase in availability of 
sufficiently nutritious food been? 

The nutrition situation of children under 5 years has deteriorated slightly. Some data are measured only once in 5 years, hence impact is not always visible on an 
annual basis.The percentage of adults that suffer from malnutrition is high. This is (partly) attributable to the security crisis in the Northern part of the country, which 
led to Internally Displaced Persons that were often taken in by families that were themselves already food insecure.

Result Question 2.1 b: To what extent has your programme contributed to 
these results? Which outputs and (intermediary) outcomes were achieved? 

The deterioration of the nutrition situation was biggest in the Mopti region. This area has also been the focus of the embassy’s interventions (and those of others) 
in 2014. Embassy programmes target nutrition through diversification of food products (e.g. vegetable gardens, fish ponds) and an extension of the period of 
availability of nutritious food (e.g. through storage). In addition to the Mopti region, in the near future both the Segou region and the district of Bamako will be 
targeted to enhance the nutritional situation.

The embassy supported programmes have only a limited impact on the nutritional status of adults and children, as nutrition is not targeted through specific 
programmes and activities, but rather indirectly through integrated actions within food security and water management programmes. 

Reasons for result achieved: 


Implications for planning: 

The Value Chain program which was launched in Segou region in April 2015 is expected to contribute to better nutritional status in the regionals of Segou and 
Bamako, through diversification and availability of food and through increased household incomes to buy more nutritious food.

Result Question 3.2a: How large has the increase been in international 

investments and international trade? 

Mali imported trom The Netherlands goods worth USD 83 108 000 in 2014, i.e. 3.13% of total imports. Export from Mali to The Netherlands valued USD 6 571 

000, i.e. 1.3% of total exports (ITC’s trade statistics).The trade balance is USD -76 537 000 for Mali. 

Total FDI flows in 2014 were USD 199 millions Inward (6.4% of GFCF) and USD 8 millions Outward (0,3% of GFCF) in 2014 with USD 52 millions greenfield 
projects according UNCATD’s world Investment Report 2015. International trade and investment between Mali and the Netherlands is still at a very low level but 
with a 47.65% growth for imports for 2014 (as compared to 2013).

Result Question 3.2b: To what extent has your programme contributed to 
this results? Which outputs and (intermediary) outcomes were achieved? 

By funding the Projects Improving Investment Climate 1 and 2 Netherlands has contributed to an improved Malian business environment and USD 50 millions of 
investment in the country. However, these positive results have been offset by the 2012 crisis and consequently Mali’s Don Business ranking was been reduced. 
Lately Mali’s ranking was improved with a gain of ten places from 153th in 2013 to 143th in 2014.

C. Results achieved poorer than planned 

After a first trade mission to Mali in 2013, a second trade mission trom Mali, Burkina Faso and Niger to The Netherlands took place in June 2014. Major objective 
was to enhance commerical relationships between NL and Mali; 15 malians companies participated.The number of Dutch companies active in Mali rosé from 3 in 
2013 to 12 in 2014. Capacity building activities and meetings on Dutch PSD tools were held in September/October 2014 in Niger and Burkina Faso.

The trade and investment focal points are to be recruited, to assist in promoting Dutch companies in Mali, Burkina Faso and Niger starting 2015.
